NEW YORK 
(I P)—The City 
Transit Authority was expected to 
make a new wage offer today to 
the defiant Transport Workers Un­ 
ion in the hope of heading off what 
could be the city’s worst transit 
strike beginning at midnight New 
Y ear’s Eve. 


Approximately 
7,000 
shouting 
subway and bus employes voted 
unanimous approval of the strike 
at a rank-and-file meeting of the 
AFL-CIO union late Sunday. High 
officials of the state and city CTO 
councils attended the meeting tind 
pledged support of the strike. 


The walkout would close down 
the city’s 
228-miles of subway 
lines, all city-run bus lines and

Volunteers from Croydon and 
Nowportville had to string hoses 
1,200 feet to the Delaware river 
for water. The Croydon company 
used a 2.000-gallon deluge gun, 
mounted on top of one of its 
trucks, for the first time. It was 
purchased about 18 months ago. 
Hopkins pointed out the electric­ 
ity had been turned off in thc 
house. He said he felt the fire 
had to be set deliberately.
